Rent Controls 


io Be Lifted 


In County 


Survey In Elsinore 


Asks Decontrol; 


Other Towns to Follow 
The Riverside county rent ad­ 
visory hoard, represented locally 
by Phil Delano, last week re­ 
commended to Housing Expedit­ 
er Tighe E. Woods in Washington 
that rent controls be lifted in the 
Elsinore area. 
Ernest M. Jensen, chairman, 
said the board had completed its 
survey of housing in that area 
and had verified reports of mark­ 
ed improvement in the rental 
picture there. 
“AFTER CAREFULLY check­ 
ing.” Chairman Jensen said, "we 
find the normal conditions now 
prevail in the rental market at 
Elsinore. For that reason we see 
no further need for continuance 
of rent control in the area. 
"Our recommendation that con­ 
trols be lifted, together with 
supporting data, is being for­ 
warded to Washington imme­ 
diately for action. 
AFFECTED BY I he board's rec­ 
ommendation are four town­ 
ships comprising the City of El­ 
sinore and the immediately sur­ 
rounding area. 
Chairman Jensen said the 
board would now turn to other 
' Riverside County communities as 
‘^ p a r t of its current countv-wide 
survey of decontrol possibilities. 
"As fast as our studies are 
completed in each area, we'll an­ 
nounce the results,” he said. 
•JENSEN EXPLAINED that the 
Federal law empowers the board 
to initiate decontrol action, with 
final decision to be made by the 
national housing expediter. If he 
approves, a decontrol order is is­ 
sued within 30 days. 
Should a runaway market in 
rents develop as a result of de­ 
control, the expediter has the 
right to reimpose controls to pro­ 
tect the local economy. 
NO SUCH SAFEGUARD exists 
under "local option" decontrol, 
the board chairman stated. Once 
a city council has obtained de­ 
control, that area cannot be 
*» brought back under control 
^gain. 
Riverside county rent advisory 
board is a five man panel rep­ 
resenting landlords, tenants, 
and the general public. Its mem­ 
bers are nominated by county 
supervisors and appointed by 
the governor as provided by fed­ 
eral law. Members include Chair­ 
man Jensen, Vice-Chairman B. C. 
Barnes, Phil A. Delano, C. W. 
Mitchell, and Alex H. Reise.

Of Building From 'Ground On Up' 
As the first tangible step to­ 
wards construction of the new 
Our Lady of Guadalupe church at 
the corner of El Segundo and 
Arenas, Father Raymond Ramon 
Klumbis announced last week 
that one of the used government 
buildings had been moved to the 
site for temporary church facili­ 
ties and living quarters. 
Father Klumbis said that it 
will be a long, tedious process 
before the new church will be 
completed since finances are 
low for the project, but that 
work will definitely continue 
wheneven materials are pro­ 
cured and that it will be used for 


worship during construction. 
The original church on the 
site was declared unsafe and as 
a result was razed late last year 
with the land leveled early this 
year. Said to have been one of 
the oldest chapels of worship in 
the Village, it was used mainly 
by Indians and Mexicans of the 
reservation colony. 
Since the removal of the old 
structure services and worship 
have been held at the Boys Club 
under a temporary arrangement 
but Father Klumbis states the 
new quarters will be much more 
satisfactory with the Holy place 
becoming more and more beau­ 
tiful as the work progresses.

Indian Legislation 


Is Stymied Temporarily; 


Cement Eqpt. Snagged 
Reporting from Washington 
yesterday afternoon where he 
and City Attorney Roy Colegate 
are conducting city business in 
the matter of legislation. Coun­ 
cilman Florian Boyd stated, first 
of ail, "it's raining like heck." 
In the matter of Indian legis­ 
lation. primarily why they are 
at the national capitol, Boyd 
said everything is still status 
quo on any progress. 
IN OTHER MATTERS, how­ 
ever. he reported that he had 
discovered several items of in­ 
terest, one being that S. A. Gui- 
berson's deal for WAA equip­ 
ment for his proposed cement 
mill near Palm Springs is in 
jeopardy due to payment to Gen­ 
eral Services (formerly RFC) 
having lapsed and that a final 
extension on the first payment 
of approximately $125,000, falls 
due Sept. 20. Boyd stated Wil­ 
liam Sharpe, Guiberson's chief 
engineer, is in Washington at 
the time. 
A DEAL is pending with War 
Assets Administration and the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority, he 
said, for the purchase of private 
land at the end of Palm Springs 
airport for extending the runway 
and that a deed for an outright 
gift to the city of 100 acres on 
the west side of the field is as 
of now concluded. 
Boyd and Colegate have been 
in many conferences with sena­ 
tors and representatives on In­ 
dian affairs as well as with gov­ 
ernment officials on other city 
matters as mentioned above, and 
they feel it may be another week 
before they will be free to return 
home.

Resigns Effective Sept. 1 


Co. Tax Rate 
Set at $1.50 
Tax rate for Riverside county 
was set this week by the board 
of supervisors for the 1949-50 
fiscal year at $1.50 per $100 of 
assessed valuation—a cut of 76 
cents under last year's rate to 
compensate for an estimated 
countywide increase of 59 per 
cent in assessed valuations. 
This rate is d e s i g n e d to 
raise $9,243.356 for county 
government from the secured 
property tax rolls.

Bank of America NT and SA 
this week at city council pur­ 
chased from the city of Palm 
Springs bonds in the amount 
of 5950,000 for the civic im­ 
provement voted last April. 
On the competitive bid basis 
the bank, represented at the 
meeting by Assistant Manager 
Harold West of the local branc. 
H a r o l d West of the local 
branch, was low bidder of the 
two presented with a two and 
one half per cent interest rate 
for S850.000 par value bonds 
maturing Sept. 1, 1950 through 
Sept. 1, 1966, and two and 
three fourths per cent interest 
for $100,000 maturing 1967 
through 1963. Council adopted 
the bid by resolution. 
Other bid was by the John 
Luveen Co. of Los Angeles, 
representing six different com­ 
panies. Miles Pelikan appeared 
for the group. It was pointed 
out the bid of this company 
was approximately S5000 more 
in eventual cost to the city. 
This financing is for the 
five-point program of civic im­ 
provements authorized by the 
voters 5-1 in April covering re­ 
modeling of the Field Club 
and adding a municipal parle, 
increased fire protection, pub­ 
lic rest rooms, street improve­ 
ments and lighting; and palm 
trees along the city's main 
thoroughfare from north to 
south city limits.

MUCH CRITICISM of the way city affairs are handled in 
Palm Springs is due to the failure of the city government 
to keep the people better informed. The attitude of many 
city officials seems to he that the best policy is to keep 
the people in the dark and save arguments. It doesn’t work 
out that way. In the long run, more trouble is caused by 
holding hack information and causing the people to resort 
to guesswork and rumors. It’s not the democratic way 
either. Democracy is founded on an informed citizenry. 
There are instances, of course, where it is not wise to 
reveal certain plans. But as a general rule the people 
should be informed of the city government’s activities and 
future plans and the reasons given why officials favor 
this or oppose that. 
Take the city council, for example. Too many decisions 
are made behind closed doors. The best intentions of 
counciimen are thus misunderstood. Decisions should be 
arrived at openly in most cases. People like—and have 
a right—to know how the members of the council feel 
about the many issues that come before the body. 
In other words, we do not believe that the city gov­ 
ernment is doing a very good public relations job. That’s 
not a very serious compiaint. But it's a suggestion that 
we believe would make for better feeling toward the city 
government. And, as we've said, it is also the more demo­ 
cratic way. 
THERE SEEMS to be too much suspicion of the other 
fellow generally, here in Palm Springs. We hear much 
about cliques and factions. This too, we believe, is due 
to lack of accurate information than proven fact. It causes 
dissatisfaction and disunity among our people. In meeting 
its many problems, this community is badly in need of a 
more united front. 
We have a lot of fine community effort—a large group 
of very community-minded citizens who spend a lot of 
time and energy in working for the common good. Yet 
these very people are often suspected of selfish aims of 
which they may have no thought. 
The Desert Sun invites the city government to keep 
the people better informed with regular releases about 
their activities. Organizations are invited to do likewise. 
Our readers and residents are just as welcome to com­ 
ment on civic affairs in letters to the editor. 
So let's give the people more information—let them 
in on what, is being planned for the betterment of the 
community—or for its protection. Let’s be a little less 
critical or suspicious of others. We have a lot of work 
to do and it's going to take a united community to ac­ 
complish many of the things that we have set out to do.

The Desert Sun: 


THE SUMMER is rapidly p ass­ 
ing and it will not be m any 
weeks before we are back In 
Palm Springs am idst the beauties 
of the desert we have come to 
love. On a 3S00 mile trip to Ks- 
tes Park, Colorado, during July 
we saw some of the marvels of 
God's handiwork In nature: the 
mighty m ountain peaks of Colo­ 
rado's Great Divide, the grandeur 
of the Tetons mirrored in Jenny

Anyw ay, I m ade Mr. Bowles say 
th a t he w ished to ’ som ething I 
c an 't put in a fam ily new spaper 
th a t he’d never heard of citrus. 
Now comes the organization 
supporting federal aid to ed u ca­ 
tion. I suspect some of th is is 
com ing out of a federal bureau. 
First, they put in the senate h e a r­ 
ings the sad new s th a t "accord­ 
ing to U.S. Census figures. 4.000,­ 
000 children betw een 5 and 17 do 
not attend school." You are su p ­ 
posed to m oan, and w rite m e to 
vote m oney for federal aid. The 
Saturday Evening Post pulled the 
curtain off th at one. Of the 4,000,­ 
000, a ll but 375,000 were eith er 
too young to go to school, or over 
th e com pulsory ages in th eir 
states. I tell you, it’s getting so 
if som e W ashington bureau tells 
you th is is August, you'd better 
go an d look a t the calendar. 
The sam e th in g applies to the 
need for m oney for education in 
those backw ard Southern states, 
according to th e m oaners. I keep 
sending for th e figures show ing 
the surplusses and the balances 
in th e treasuries of all the states. 
Not a single one of them but h as 
m oney in the bank. On the last 
list, M ississippi had $42,126.000 
(and w ould get $13,726,000 from 
W ash in g to n '; L ouisiana had $9.­ 
380.000 'a n d would get $7,367.­ 
0001; 
Georgia 
had 
$24,588,000 
(and w ould get $10,383,000». W hy, 
they have m ore m oney th a n th e 
N orthern S tates w hich are s u p ­ 
posed to tax them selves to h elp 
them . M assachusetts had a b a l­ 
ance of only $9.535.000 and Rhode 
Island had only S3.647.000. C alif­ 
o rn ia has over $400,000,000 s u r­ 
plus, carefully hidden around in 
v arious funds. You can buy a lot 
of education for $400,000,000, p ro ­ 
vided of course, you w ant EDUC­ 
ATION, and not ju st school b u ild ­ 
ings. The Federal governm ent is 
$254 billion in debt. 


I rise to rem ark th e U.S. Trea 
sury is getting into m y list of 
suspects. They are fixing up the 
daily and m onthly reports. Un 
til la s t July 1st, there used to be 
an item show ing th e probable 
debt total a t the end of the fis­ 
cal year. Since July 1st. this fig­ 
ure is om itted. The only figure 
there is the debt «to date. 
Before July 1st, th e treasury- 
kept 
the expenditures in 
the 
black by a little footnote, which 
I quote "E xpenditures exclude 
$3 billion expended 
from 
the 
E.C.A. Trust Funds. If th is were 
included, there would be a bu d ­ 
get deficit to da'.e of $816,740,­ 
090.” 
Now w atch this: Sam e n o ta ­ 
tion. ju st 7 days later, sam e 
wording, but the deficit jum ped 
to $1.811,440,047. W ill the bank 
let you keep your account in b a l­ 
ance by not counting th e checks 
which would overdraw it? T hat 
is w h at the T reasury departm ent 
is apparently’ doing in its report 
to th e A m erican taxpayer. 
The governm ent is spending 
$500,000,000 every m onth, of your 
money, more th an w e get from 
you in taxes. If it took you 20 
m inutes to read th is letter, you 
are ju st $231.480 deeper in debt 
than you w ere w hen you strat- 
ed.

Our State Legislature

Last w eek this colum n d is­ 
cussed the legislative technique 
known as th e joint resolution, 
an d its use in advising the con­ 
gress of the attitu d e of the state 
legislature on certain problem s. 
Reference w as m ade to the joint 
resolution relative to the p ar­ 
ticipation of the U nited States in 
a world federal governm ent. 
In this p articu lar joint reso­ 
lution the legislature indicated 
its desire th a t a constitutional 
convention be called to propose 
an am endm ent to th e C onstitu­ 
tion of the United States, "to 
expedite and insure the p artici­ 
pation of th e U nited States in a 
world federal governm ent, open 
to all n a t i o n s , w ith powers 
which, w hile defined and lim ­ 
ited, shall be adequate to p re­ 
serve peace, w hether the pro­ 
posed charter or constitution of 
such world federal governm ent 
be presented 
in th e form 
of 
am endm ents to the C harter of 
the 
United 
N ations, or 
by a 
world constitutional convention, 
or otherw ise.” 
It is reported th a t approxi­ 
m ately 30 sta te s have indicated 
a favorable 
interest in world 
governm ent. 
W ithin 
the 
last 
year, however, it is reported th at 
approxim ately 
15 
states 
have 
taken action sim ilar to th at of 
the C alifornia legislature. 
It will, therefore, be necessary 
for approxim ately 17 more states 
to take sim ilar action before con­ 
gress can call the convention, 
w hich will include all states, to 
propose an am endm ent em body­ 
ing the principles of world fed ­ 
eral 
governm ent. 
In 
practice, 


however, 
no 
am endm ent 
h as 
ever been proposed in this m a n ­ 
ner, as all am endm ents so far 
have 
been 
proposed 
by joint 
resolution of the two houses of 
congress. 
Also, it should tje noted th a t 
a proposed am endm ent, to be­ 
come effective, m ust be ratified 
by 
the 
legislatures 
of 
three- 
fourths of the several states, or 
by conventions in three-fourths 
of the states. It thus becomes a p ­ 
parent th a t our Federal C onsti­ 
tution affords am ple opportunity 
for 
ad eq u ate 
consideration 
of 
any proposed am endm ent. 
It m ay be fairly stated th at 
the prim ary aim of responsible 
citizens interested in world fed ­ 
eral governm ent is to preserve 
peace. In order to preserve peace, 
it is contended th at all, or as 
m any n ations as possible, should 
become affiliated more closely 
w ith one another th an is now 
provided by the United N ations 
charter. The most enthusiastic 
supporters of world federal gov­ 
ernm ent 
readily 
acknow ledge 
the m ag n itu d e of the task of 
creating such a form of w orld 
governm ent, but likewise, point 
out the rich dividends of lasting 
peace. Those w ith tem pered e n ­ 
thusiasm for world governm ent 
regard it as idealistic and p res­ 
ently unw orkable. An attitu d e 
of un d erstan d in g and restrain t 
has been set forth by Senator 
W arren A ustin in his article e n ­

This will be 
the first time that deer have 
ever been hunted on the Island 
and w’ill be a bonanza season 
for some lucky hunters. 
According to Rosin there are 
more

island and they are so thick 
"they wander down into Avalon 
town to n i b b l e on the lush i 
greens of the golf course and of 
course, the choice blooms in our 
flower beds.” The Rosins refer 
to the flower gardens of their 
island hotel, the Hermosa which 
they operate during each sum ­ 
mer season. 
He states there will be a limit 
of 200 hunters a week a n d that 
all who wish to take advantage 
of this should apply for a license 
in Los Angeles before Sept. 10.

Ducks, Geese 
Limits Told 
For Season 


A split hunting season 10 days 
longer than in 1948, and an in ­ 
creased bag limit on geese has 
been set for California w a ter­ 
: fowl hunters in regulations re­ 
cently announced by the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 
Pacific flyw-ay rules for the 
1949-50 season will permit nim- 
rods to take w'aterfowl from Oc­ 
tober 21 to November 9, and be­ 
tween December 19 and January 
7, inclusive. In a narrow' strip 
of eastern San Bernardino, Im ­ 
perial, 
and 
Riverside counties 
bordering Arizona, the waterfowl 
hunting season w as set between 
November 18 and January 6, in ­ 
clusive. , 
Bag limit of ducks rem ains at 
five, with no more than one 
wood duck allowed. Possession 
limit, after opening day. is 10 
ducks, with not more titan one 
wood duck. 
Geese limit has been upped to 
six from last year’s five. No more 
than two Canada geese, includ­ 
ing Hutchins or cackling geese, 
white-fronted 
geese 
or 
brant 
may be possessed. The taking of 
Ross geese is prohibited. 
Twenty-five 
Mergansers 
and 
15 coots m ay be taken each day. 
No shore birds, including Wilson 
and jack snipe, m ay be taken. 
Shooting hours are from one- 
half before sunrise to one hour 
before sunset except on opening 
days of each season, when shoot­ 
ing begins at 12 noon.
